campaign committee. 
The postpone 
ment was asked at a conference in 
Portland, Ore., in October, 1908. 
The reasan assigned by Mr. Bal­ 
linger, according to the witness, was 
that two of the Cunningham coal land 
claimants, A. 
C. 
Henry and 
i. 
D. 
Smith of Seattle, had refused to con­ 
tribute to the Republican campaign 
fund 
because 
the 
government 
was 
holding up patent» to their coal en­ 
tries. 
This was the most interesting 
disclosure of the testimony and war, 
called out by questions propounded by 
Representative James of Kentucky. 
Olavis was on the witness stand at 
both sessions. 
He told of numerous 
differences with Mr. Ballinger in the 
Interval during which the present sec­ 
retary of the interior was out of of­ 
fice in 1908. 
How* Mr. Balling* r ad­ 
mitted on one occasion that he was 
attorney for the “ Green group” of 
Alaska coal claimants, and on another 
admitted that the Cunningham claim­ 
ants were ‘in a bad way,” and asked 
Olavis what could be done to extri­ 
cate them.
